MILITARY HEADGEAR HAS HAD TWO main functions: to 
defend its wearer from enemies and the weather, and 
to make the wearer appear more impressive by 
increasing height and adding splendor. Helmets are 
eee oa designed to protect the skull. Some, such as the

1st-century AD Roman helmet, also shield the neck 
and cheeks. The Indo-Persian helmet (kulah khud) has a metal nose guard 
and a mail curtain (aventail) to protect the eyes and neck. Helmets and other 
types of military headgear have often been embellished with plumes, crests, Cheek piece 
national badges, and other symbols. Some types of headgear were part of a 
borrowed military tradition. The French Napoleonic lancer’s square-topped ROMAN BRONZE 
cap (czapska), for example, was an exaggerated version of the headgear of JRSM O IL Ue CELIO ND) 
earlier Polish horsemen. Civilian hat styles, such as the beret, have been 
widely adapted for military use by the addition of plumes, cap badges, 
and insignia. During the course of this century, armies around the 
world have adopted purely functional combat 
helmets, such as the net-covered steel helmet 
worn by U.S. troops in the Second World War.

From 1775 To 1783, THE 13 BritTIsH COLONIES on the 
eastern seaboard of North America fought successfully 


for independence. During this war the rebellious colonies 
formed the Continental Army and were aided by the French.
